With the end of the spring semester at UVA, construction of the 
Centennial began. Actually, I built the case first, during 
finals week, using a Ten-Tec box I picked up last year at Dayton. 
Since I'm not going this year, the Centennial is a sort of low 
budget substitute. 


Building the rig was a pleasure. The FAR board is big, and soldering 

on it is a breeze. The instructions provide plenty of pictorials, 

with only a couple omissions and errors. I used Paul Harden's 

QRP DATA BOOK (First Edition, also acquired last year at Dayton) 

to find the pin-out on the larger 7805 voltage regulator substituted 

for the 78L05 silkscreened onto the board -- and to remind myself 

how to wind a transformer on a toroid. I drilled three holes and enlaged 
a couple others. The missing NPO capacitors arrived in the mail before 

I knew they were missing. Thanks, Dan! Hey presto, the Centennial 

was complete. 


In spite of two thorough visual inspections on separate days, a ground 
pin on the audio preamplifier was left unsoldered, and receive was 
intermittant. Luckily, it cut out completely, and I worked backwards 
(one step!) touching finger to input pins and found the culprit. 


Transmit was more problematic. The pot setting the gate voltage on 

the power FET (an MTP3055E) either gave me rough audio output, 

or good audio with wild SWR, which I interpreted as parasitic oscillation. 
I had myself going for a while. If I touched the can of the driver 
transistor, the audio sounded fine. Finally I realized this was because 

I was using an in-shack antenna on my rice box to listen to the Centennial, 
and touching the can of the driver made me an antenna, radiating 

a louder signal than the dummy load in the antenna tuner! Sheesh! 

At least I knew then that the audio was OK up to the final. 


The only info I have on the MTP3055E (or power FETs, in general) 

is my W1FB QRP NOTEBOOK (1991 edition). There I saw (p. 109 & p. 171) 
that DeMaw recommends using a 15 ohm resistor on the input to the gate 
to supress oscillation. In my case, a 10 ohm resistor did nothing, 

but a 20 ohm resistor killed the wild SWR, and the rig works! 


Harry, W2HD, graciously agreed to a cross-town QSO to listen to my signal, 
and pronounced it clean, adding that the audio sounded natural 

(we maintined 2 meter FM contact at the same time, for comparison). 

I was using the "power mike" sold by Radio Shack. Harry added that 

the rig seemed stable. 


The rig is covering 3.5-4.0+ MHz (I haven't tried to nail down the band 
edges yet, following the simple procedure in the instructions). 

While surprisingly stable for a rig with such broad coverage, you get a kind 
of digital effect when tuning -- like tuning a rice box with 

larger than normal steps. Guess its the wiper in the 10-turn pot 

traversing windings, or something like that. It's more noticeable 

listening to CW than SSB. Still, no problem tuning in stations if you're 
willing to use those fine motor skills! 


I don't have any way to make accurate measurements of any kind. But 
for what it's worth, using a Micronta analog multimeter, I measured 
30-60 ma draw on receive (all the way up to ear-splitting volume -- 
this radio has LOTS of audio!), and about 500 ma while hollering "Hola!" 


Now maybe I have enough incentive to get that 80m antenna up off the 
roof and into the air! Hey -- just in time for the summertime roar 
of QRN!

Didn't want to spend even more time on the Cube today, but did spend 
40 minutes changing the alc resistors yet again. I've now put ina 
3.3K for R16 (XMTR board) and gone back to using a 1K for R17. 


Low and behold, things are now looking more as they should. I get 2 or 
3 watts of clean ssb (2-tone waveform on the 'scope) without the alc 
grabbing hold too soon (running on about 12.75 volts). Don't think the 
rig will run more output though, without flat-topping, so may consider 
doing the PA replacement mod (QQ). 


I am still very keen to know if there is a solution to the synthesiser 
problem on 17m. Does it have to swap vco's around 18129KHz, or could I 
persuade it to change to the higher vco just below the band bottom edge?

Chuck, 
Regarding laying out the Pixie 2: 


I have been searching for about a year for schematic capture and pcb 
layout software that I can standardize on, that is decent, and that is 
accessible to other people. I think I have found that in the Ivex 
WinDraft and WinBoard (I think they have been mentioned on the list). 


During the latest Knightlites meeting Gary N3GO brought his laptop, and 
I demoed the software right there in Two Guys. I had drawn the 
"original" 

schematic (no filter or sidetone) in WinDraft. I only needed to add the 
LM386 to the library; everything else was already in there. I generated 
a netlist and pulled it into WinBoard and showed how to start routing a 
board. I have had thoughts of doing a thru-hole version and an SMT 
version for side-by-side comparison. In fact, I already have an SMT 
version of the original Pixie 2 done in another package, and it was very 
painful (package name omitted to protect the guilty :-). 


So, I guess K5HJ and I could both do it. I also have the goal in mind 
of 

generating a library of commonly-used parts (LM386, NE602, etc.) that 
are 

not in the libraries that accompany the Ivex software. Since the 
100-pin 

version is downloadable from http://www.ivex.com/ for FREE, and it is 
very useable, and it is decent (i.e., does DRC, BOM's, multilayer, SMT, 
copper pour, OK library editor), I think it is a good package for most 
folks to use. Putting this library on an easy-to-find web page will 
probably encourage use of the software. I know that if one were avail- 
able, it would encourage me :-)

Hi all, 
I just built the first SST using the revised schematic, production PC board 
and cabinet. Looks and works great. Made three test QSOs late this 
evening (AZ, TX, WA), all coming back on the first call. I'll try to hook 
up with a local tomorrow to get a detailed signal report. 
I built the 40-meter version first, but I'll build 30 and 20-meter versions 
ASAP. Some preliminary observations on the 40m unit: 
* 2.3W out max at 14VDC (this can be increased with one resistor change) 
x QSK is fast enough to hear between the dots at >35WPM, with no thumps 
x filter bandwidth is about 300Hz at -6dB; peak is near 600Hz 
* opposite sideband suppression is >50dB (better measurement later) 
x noise floor is extremely low; "sounds like" -140dBm, but I'll 

post an actual measurement later (let's put it this way: with the 


antenna disconnected, I hear nada!) 


* quick test with the KC1 showed no audible receiver interference w/KC1 
running 


* turns out that the "S-metexr"/AGC LED was supposed to be a high-efficiency 
red type, not a regular red type. I have to call Bob Dyer first thing 


tomorrow to have him change the Mouser order :) Could have been worse.... 


We met our goal of having the first production unit built before Dayton, 
and it appears that we're on schedule for first deliveries near the end of 
May or start of June. If you're going to be at Dayton, stop by the 
Wilderness booth at Dayton to check out the little critter! We'll also 
have it running occasionally at the hospitality suite, provided we can get 
an antenna. 


I'd like to once again thank those of you who ordered early for being 
patient. Doing things right takes time!

Somebody asked about vertical efficiency and configuration, 
and I think it was concerning the SLV. 


IMO, the efficiency of the original (twinlead everywhere) 
SLV is less than 10%. It is very difficult to get the 
efficiency of a monopole above 50%. Reason? A monopole 
is essentially a dipole with one pole stuck in the ground. 


The impedance of a dipole in free space is about 2 times 
36 ohms so it is difficult to get the feedpoint impedance 
of a monopole up to 50 ohms unless there are severe series 
losses in the system. 


Laying 4 radials on the ground is a little better than putting 
one half of a dipole underground. Less than 100 radials 

is suboptimal. If at all possible, hang a dipole high between 
two trees for portable operation. Not only is a dipole 

usually more efficient than a monopole, it has directional 
gain over a monopole and a comparable take-off-angle if 

it is high enough (1/2+ WL is good). 


If you really want to get the efficiency up on a monopole, 
raise the vertical up away from the ground and use elevated 
radials. That would mean an extra non conducting section 
underneath the SLV coil but one needs fewer radials for 
efficient opperation if the system is elevated. It would 

be interesting if someone could do side-by-side comparisons 
of the first SLV, the improved SLV, an elevated SLV, and 

a dipole at a decent height. 


A 2:1 SWR on a resonant monopole probably means that the 
feedpoint impedance is 25 ohms. One can use this to one's 
advantage by feeding it with an odd number of quarter 
wavelengths of coax which will transform the 25 ohms up 
to 100 ohms which is a better match for one's tuner. 


On the other side of the coin, a dipole radiating four 
times the power of a monopole will only be a little 
more than an 'S' unit stronger in the dipole's favored 
direction. 


Hope I didn't shatter anyone's religious beliefs. :-)

Don't worry about shutting up! This is important information. It takes 
using software for months instead of just 6 or 8 weeks to find out how 
responsive the company is. I have not run into any major bugs yet, but 
it is just a matter of time xno matter what software you havex. Check 
out sci.electronics.cad. Schematic capture and pcb layout software 
pretty much all stinks, one way or another. Some of those ways bother 
some people and are not such a big deal to other people. Comparing 
these programs is somewhat like comparing favorite word processors; 

some things are just a function of a person's style or personality. 

But that doesn't mean we shouldn't hear about it. 


I've tried a bunch of other stuff myself. Circad: didn't like it.
